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THE WESTFIELD, MASS., RIOT.

Whe Fiate Constables Attacked by n Moh
~A Rioler Shot and Milled -The Con=
stables Arrested om the Chavge of
Murder.

From the Springfield ( Mass,) Republisan, Ot, 14

One of the mwost sexionus rlots that ever oocucre |
In Jaw-ubidiug New Englund took place in West:
field on Smwurday oight, and resulted in the
death of one of the citizens of the town. The
eause of the disturbance was a well planned and
skilfully executed rald upen a notorions gam-
bling den, the ralders being a party of State con-
stabulary, under the direction of Deputy Samuel
Chaplu, of this city, who elalma that the killing
wias plainly an act of sellf-defense on his part.

The constables, arriving at Westlield about 11
o'clook, saw lghts in the room in the seoond
story of the old “Park House,” where the sap-
poscd gambling was going on,  About 11°156 the
constables, unheratdod and unexpecied, wonlt

uietly up the front stairs iuto the bailding,
'?hl‘l'!.‘ were two doors between the stalrway and
the room whore the gamblors were at play, but
both wore st this time open.  They passed in at
the tirst unheard, but before they could reach
the escond the gnmblers got wind of their near
approach, aud suddenly glammed the inalde door
in their taces. The conswables, however, pushed
open the door by force, and found themselyes
in the midst of a very llvely scene,

When the constables irst entered the roows
ns many wa fifteen or sixteen were there, but
before the oficers conld make the arrests hall
of them, Including Foster, the proprietor of the
place, escaped by going out upon a sloping
wooden pingga, and jampine thas to the groond,
Eight, however, were secured, and with them
some thrve hupdred Yohilpy” & cue-keeper, and
other hoplements, comprising the complete out-
fitol a faro bank in fall biast,

Meantime {he gamblers who has escaped
spread tie news ol the raid, and by personal
exertion: and by ringing the fire-beli on the .
gine houss mear by, called together a croad,
which constantly grew larger and larger. while
the excitement increased in s corresponding de-

ree, Before there was any disturbavoce, John

I, Brooks, the mmn who was subsequeitly
killed, came up stairs into the room and snid to
Constable Chapin that the proprietor of the
Encv was a poor mun, aod that he ought not to

ke away his “bank.” Mr, Ohapi replied that
Foster had a chance to get back the implements
from the Courts. Brooks appeared angry, but
mude no particular reply, =

As he went down, & man who had accompa-
nied him (s stranger to Mr. Chapin) whispercd
very slyly in Mr. Chapin's car, ‘‘Better look ont
for yourself or they'll tuke your lifel” A few
winutes later Brooks eame up agam and told
Chapin that Mr. Foster, the trial justice, would
be willing that ho (Brooks) should tuko care ol
the gaunlnﬁ implements. Mr. Chapln repliad
decidedly that he couldn’t permitc any such
arrangement, when Brooks seemed very muceh
offended and swore roundly st the conttabies,
The same man who had warned Mr. Chapin be-
fore was with Brooks this time, and agaln told
the constable to look out for himself, as serious
trouble was brewing.

Brooks then went down stalrs and set on the
mob. Brickbats came tl(:\l'ing‘ in at the windows
uncomforiably thick and fast, while the erowd

elled, *‘Bring them out!” “Hang the consta-

les !I" and the gas waé suddenly turned off,
}ien;ing Constables, prisoners, and Justice in

arkness,

The turning off of the gas was the signal for
fresh volleys of brickbats, some of which wers
thrown with such force as to go smashing
through n wooden partition. Several of the
men inside were hit and severely bruised,
Taking advantage of a flurry, during which
moat of the crowd (now angmented to nearly
five hundred men and boys) had gone into the
rear of the bullding, as it was reporte 1 that the
oflicers were leaving by the back staira, the
constables and thelr prisoners went down the
froot entrange; bat had no souner opened the
door than & man who was spparentiy on the
watch shouted, “Here they are.,” Thé crowd
gotthe word in an ipstunt, and commenced u
grand rush through en alley for the frout of
the ballding, From this thme the throwing of
bricks was continuous, aud Mr. Chapin, who
was in front, was struck lu the tnce aod several
times 1 other parts of the body,

Mr. Chapin, thinking that he was over-
whelmed, retrented temporarily 1o a place two
Jdoors south, and was going up an outside stair-
way, when u man stopped him with the en-
treaty, “For God's sake, don't come In here;
this fs & boardivg -house," In gquicker tima than
it takes to read about ii, the crowd wero in
front o1 the baildivg azain, shouting, amid »
Babel of yells. As they rusbed in a mass to-
wards him, Constable Chapin shoated to them,
"] grder you to disperse, in theé name ol Lhe
Commonwealth I at the same time drawing his
piztol,  This had no effect upon the crowd, wio
closed in around him, while pistol shots began to
be hesrd among then, The constables then told
their prisoners that they might take cure ol
LtLhemselves, as Ii'. was evident that they could
nok bold them longer.

Belleving that his life was In peril, Mr. Chapin
fired, He directed his first shot at a man who
wha then preparing 1o hurl a brickbat at him,
anud subsequently fleed thrée more shots, in each
onse at men who hal un arm raised to throw a
brick, He did pot know whether he shol any
one, but was aware that they had a salutary
efleot, The crowd saw that it was geiting dan-
gerous forihem as well as the constable, and
cen-ed to ndvance, aud guieted down very sad-
denly. Duoring this temporary lull, the consta-
bles were able {0 get together agaln, und, b
thie assistauce of ong of the men whom they had
arrested, escaped by a roundabout way into
Cangl street, On this street u man fired delibe-
yately at Mr. Chapin, bat did not hit him. The
€o bles pocountered no farther violenee, but
found thelr horses were spirited away, snd they
accordingly started on fool aud walked len miles
to this cﬁy.

Meantime the crowd were aware—though the
constables were not—that one of the shota fired
by Ooustable Chapln or some one iu the crowd
(no other constable fred avy) had taken cffect
in the thigh of John H. Brooks, The main
artery was severed, and Brooks bled to deatn in
& short time, Tae resull very naturally um-ls;
the oxcitement still more intense, and Brooks
brother immediately swore outn warrant hefors
Justice Fowler acainst all four of the conatables,
for murder, The warrant was uluulml m the
hands of Deputy Sherif L. B. Walkiey, who
drove to this elty aud srpasted Mr. Chapioabout
& o'clock on Sunday morning, Mr. Chapin as
sisted Mr. Walkley in findlng Constables Billings
and Wellmaa, and the three were committed to
the care of Sheriff Bush at the jall, f.()\l-tlnhl‘(‘.

Flagg was informerd yesterday aiternoon, at his
residence in Wilbrgham, that he was wonled,
and came in 1ast night and delivered himsell up.

Jobu H. Brook:, the victim of ths riot, was
born In Eogland, and wae abont forty-live years
old. He leaves & wile apd one child, llmnh‘
obaracter has lor & long time boen bad. He
wns conyieted severn] years ago of robbiug &
bunk ju the eastern part of the Stute, aond sen-
tepoed to five yeurs in the State Prison, I.Imu_gh
he was pardoned before gerving his !ul! tarm,
a# it was claimed there never wias other than
cireumstantial evidence against bim, and poor
at thut, He has lved lo estfiel] for the past
twelve yoars, keeping s gambling house part ol
the time and a liguor saloon the vest, Lis busi-
ness 6t the time of his death being that of &
rumeciler, He frequently drauk to iutoxication

nimeelf, and was not ]|igh|y rﬂgpu‘tli'{] n blll{.‘
otnmﬂiunilv, though he bhd muny gt‘nt'lotl.-l
qualiiles which secured bim warm friends
